He did 
not just mean that most of us 
have pretty bad memories. 
Forgetting’ really is, in some 
ways, the most important part 
pf remembering. . 


The trouble with many people | 
is not so much that they cannot | 
remember, but that they cannot 
forget. At uny rate, they cun- 
not disentangle © the one little 
picce of past experience thnt 
has become important from all 
the other bits and pieces that 
happened about the same time. 


There are many people whose 
to work in 
this way. Their minds seem 
always to be cluttered up with 
useless details, and, in con- 
sequence, they think and act in- 
efficiently; ‘for memory, like 
imagination, is chiefly import- 
ant beealise of the effect it has 
on action, 


Ideally, I suppose we should 
only . those things 
that we are likely to necd later 
on, but this is a counsel of per- 
faction, To begin , with, we 
never know in advance what 
problems are going to crop up; 
and in the second place, we do 
not seem to have very much 
control .over - our = memorics. 
Some things stick, others just 
vanish without there being any 
obvious reason for the differ- 
anee,, But, although the reason 
may not be obvious, it is pos- 
sible in most. ¢ases to discover 
it. gy 


The Importance Of, 
Memory For Action 


Probably you have all noticed 
how easy it is to remember the 
things that interest you--they 
seem to remain with you with- 
out any conscious effort. .On 
the other hand, you may atrug- 
gie very hari to memoriac some- 
thing in which you are nut in- 
teresled, and 4ind ib virtually 
impossible to keep it in your 
mind for more than a few days, 


This difference {s really duo 
to the importance of memory 
for action, Other: things. be- 
ing equal, you are more likely 
to find yourself engaged on 
work in which you are interest- 
ed than in any other kind; cor- 
tainly you are much more likely 
to be efficient at work in whieh 
you are interested, chiefly be- 
cause everything that has to do 
with such work remains in your 
mind and ig there for use when 
you need it. 


Your Interests, . then, causo 
you to remember some things 
and forget others. That does 
not mean, of course, that you 
should give up trying to remem- 


“ber things that dé not intercst 


you. “Instead, you should faco 
up to the fact of how much 
easier {t would be if you did 
take an interest. 

‘The next point I want to make 
is that. we do not just recall’ the 
past as it originally happened, 
We remember, not because we} 
are interested in ithe past, but 
because we are going to act in 
the present asid plan for the 
future. We use the material 
that is provided by the past, 
but we modify and alter it in 
all_serts, of, ways, 

Too many «people think of 
the memory a8 a sort of store- 
house or filing-cabinot, in which 
experiences are neatly stowed 
away in their proper places and

faced with somothing which has 
not much shape of sense in it- 
self, in order to remember it 
you have to introduce something 
from outside. Sometimes what 
you introduce will so, change the 
material you are trying to re- 
member og to make it almoat 
unrocognisable. 


Now, what {s all this leading 
to? Well, the problem of re- 
membering in general may be 
made’ casier by keeping these 
things in mind, We are all 
called upon to remember some- 
thing ut some time or other. 
whether it is gun drill or chem!- 
cal formulne or a poem’ or 
‘phone numbers. What {a the 
best way to set about a task of 
this sort? - 

In the first place, try to find 
some interest in what you have 
to learn; it muy not always be 
easy, but nothing can do more 
to shorten and simplify the 
actual job of getting something 
off by heart. In the second 
place, try to sort out what you 
have to learn, so that it has 
some definite shape or system, 
and it is not just one thing 
after another. 

And here is a new point 
Divide what you have to learn 
into the largest possible pieces. 
Suppose, for example, you are 
trying to learn Wordsworth’s 
poem Daffodils: "7 ™. 


I wandered lonely as a cloud 
That floats on high oer 
vales and hills, 

When suddenly I saw a crowd, 

A host of golden daffodils. 

If you take it line by line— 
‘I wandered lonely as a cloud. 
T wandered lonely as a cloud’--- 
till you have got the firat line, 
and then gu on to the second, 
und so:on, then it is obvious 
that you are forming o large 
number of unnecessary connec~ 
tions between the beginning and 
the end of cach Jine: from 
‘cloud’ you go back again to

soon. So that when you try to 
put'the, whole thing together at 
the end, you have got to get rid 
of these unnecesasry aasocina- 
tions between the beginning, 
and tho end of the same line, in - 
order to go on to the next one: 

This still holds good, even if 
you divide the poem into four- 
fline or cight-lTine sections, or 
any other similar units, so that, 
theoretically, ithe. best. way to 
learn any piece of materisl— 
whether it is a poem or anything: 
else—is to try to learn the wholo 
thing, in ono piece, 

I said theoretically, because 
it does'not always work out in 
practicd, the reason being this: 
if you break up your material 
into reasonably sized units you 
get a fecling of satisfaction 
when you have polished off cach 

jece. You say to yourself, 
‘Well, that’s that,’ and are ‘en- 
couraged ‘to go ahead and 
master the next; whereas, if 
you tackle a large piece of 
material and try to learn it all 
at once, then for a long time 
you do not realise that you are 
making progress. BEG, 

No doubt you are learning it 
the most efficient way, but if 
after nine or ten repetitions
